Dear John: 

We spent a week at the Young 
Friends conference at Reading, 
tearing the world apart and re- 
building it to our own specifica- 
tions. I'm afraid that we didn't 
quite get the whole universe put 
back into its proper orbit, but 
we certainly had an exchange of 
views between east and west, 
and many of us will take home 
a much healthier respect for the 
people of Europe as they grapple 
with all the difficulties that 
face them. 

If more people from different 
parts of the world could be 
brought together to discuss their 

problems as wc did, I'm fairly 
sure that it would result in more 
peace and harmony than exist 
in the world just now. I don't 
mean that we reached agreement 
on all the vital issues. Far from 
it; but we did learn to under- 
stand and respect each others 
feelings and convictions. 

Leaving Reading Friday after- 
noon, we returned for a weekend 
in the hurley-burley of metropol- 
itan London. Friday night we 
went to see "Henry VI" at "The 
Old Vic" and I think it is a tri- 
bute to British democratic feel- 
ings that our group did not start 
an "international incident". One 
member of our party, a native of 
Oklahoma, went to the theatre 
attired in his native cowboy 
costume of blue jeans and denim 
shirt, and they weren't even very 



clean- I expected that he wcsuSd 
be ejected, but nobody seemed to 
take any notice. ^ 

Saturday afternoon was spent 
at an afternoon tea and recep- 
tion, where all the World Con- 
ference delegates were supposed 
to get acquainted. It was really 
quite an interesting time; there 
were about 600 present so it 
wasn't hard to find someone In- 
teresting to talk to; and the food 
was more plentiful than you ex- 
pect at such functions. 

Monday afternoon, about 200 
of us boarded a special train for 
Oxford, arriving in the early 
evening.. My sister-in-law, Dor- 
othy Starr, and I were directed to 
Somerville College where we 
were booked as man and wife. 
We debated about informing 
them of the error, but when we 
discovered we were all to have 
individual rooms, and everything 
would be proper and respectable, 
we let It pass; the result is that 
we each have a very commodious 
and luxurious room, with two 
other couples on the same floor. 
We have discovered that being 
married has very definite advan- 
tages, as our facilities are much 

superior to those of some of our 
friends. 

Wc were informed on arrival 
by an old Oxford man that here 
"you can have sanitation or hist- 
ory, but you can't have both". 
We are content to live with the 
sanitation, as we can visit the 
history any time we want to. In- 
cidentally, Somerville is one of 
the five women's colleges at Ox- 
ford. I'm not sure how many 

men's college there are, but there 
are several. 

It 13 hard to express ones feel- 
ings and impressions of such a 
place as this. TTie very atmos- 
phere is pervaded by a feeling 
of history and, I think, a degree 
of stuffiness. Each college is a 
unit In Itself, with a high wall 
around It, so you can obtain ad- 
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This morning when, for the 
third time we came in from the 
raspberry patch to answer the 
telephone, only io discover that 
it v/as another wrong number, we 
began to wonder how many 
people misuse Alexander's inven- 
tion. Perhaps the Bell Telephone 
Co. should have such instructions 
as, "speak clearly" engraved on 

the mouthpiece of each tele- 
phone. 

Men claim, without any foun- 
dation, (that's a nervous tic and 
not'a wink, my friend) that the 
vast majority of females abuse 
the telephone.

We weren't long remaining in 
ignorance, for the voice contin- 
ued, "50 pork chops, . ;■ ; " We 
thought we were well-stocked 
when we had four or five of them 
for dinner. 

French's Beauty Parlour has 
593 for their phone number. The 
way some people, mostly women, 
say their five sounds like a nine, 
so operator rings 993. "Could 
you squeeze me in today for a 
shumttoo and wave?" "Is it time 
for a re-dye?" "This is Mrs. 
Blank, could I have an appoint- 
ment for a cold wave?" And so 
on and on It goes. 

Wc are just nasty enough to 
make all these appointments and 
for the same hour, too. "He, he, 
he," we chortle to ourselves in 
malicious glee, "it's going to be 
crowded at French's today." But, 
then before wo can succumb to 
these temptations wc think of 
Nora and realize that it wouldn't 



be exactly fair to her. After all, 
it's not her fault if her clients 
make their appointments while 
practicing blowing bubbles with 
their gum; admiring their new 
dentures in the tumbler on the 
sideboard or masticating their 
toast. 

Speaking with the Bell Tele- 
phone chief operator. Miss Guycr, 
we asked if the Bell had com- 
piled any statistics on the causes 
for wrong numbers.

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TRADE FAIR 

Newmarket's fourth annual Trade Fair opens in 
the arena next Wednesday evening and continues until 
Saturday. Preparations for the fair have been elabor- 
ate and it promises to exceed in color and variety the 
fairs which have preceded it, Although the fair is under 

the original sponsorship of the Newmarket Horticul- 
tural Society, it is planned and administered by a com- 
mittee of merchants whose chairman this year is Mr. 
R.a Morrison. The success of the fair is a shining ex- 
ample of what can be accomplished by co-operation 
and determination to succeed. 






The theme of this year's fair as indeed it has been 
for all of them, is a presentation of the goods and the 
services which can be had locally. Newmarket business- 
men are keenly aware of the competition from Toronto 
and as a general rule, they believe they can match or 
improve upon anything that the city can offer the pros- 
pective buyer. The Trade Fairs give them an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate that faith. 
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"Buy at home" is more than just a business slogan; 
it is an expression of faith in your community. We are 
all of us dependent to a degree on your neighbors and 
this dependence, expressed through contributions to 
community causes, through neighborliness, through 
support of local government and local undertakings, 
extends no less to our business community. What our 
businessmen can offer us in return will be displayed at 
the Trade Fair. 



DO BOTH JOBS NOW 

The Newmarket council is confronted with two 
major undertakings, the renovation of Main St. and 
the building of a sewage disposal plant. Some mem- 
bers of council believe, however, that as necessary as 
both projects may be, it would impose too great a strain 
upon the town's tax-rate to begin them both now. Yet 
there seems little choice. The Main St. work will be 
half financed by a grant from the county, half of which 
has been already allocated and the other half to be paid 
next year. If the work is not undertaken this year, there 
is every possibility that Newmarket may lose this 
assistance. 

* 

•At the same time, there is increasing pressure upon 
the town to build the sewage disposal plant. This pro- 
ject has been delayed beyond the patience of good sense 
and the public health authorities. There is every indica- 
tion that the province's attitude will stiffen and if New- 
market does not begin the work soon, it is just possible 
it will no longer have any choice but will be ordered to 
begin at once. 

- 

Some clue to the attitude of council towards these 
issues was evident in the remarks of Councillor Charles 
VanZant. Two weeks ago, he pro]H>sed that the sew- 
age disposal plant be given priority over the Main St. 
work on the grounds of public need. Last week, how- 
ever, he favored the Main St. work because of the avail- 
ability of the grants and the present high cost of main- 
tenance, money which will for alt practical purposes 
be wasted if the street is not properly rebuilt 

The presentation of one argument does not nullify 
the worth of the other. The sewage plant must be built 

soon and work must begin on Main St. Both jobs are 
equally pressing and since they both must be done sooner 
or later, we do not understand the delay. The cost of 
both projects will be debentured for. Delay one of them 
a year, say, and Newmarket would have only the de- 
benture cost of the other to pay for that year but for Clio 
most part of the debenture periods, both are going to 
be on the tax-rate at the same time. We have not found 
that unpleasant medicine tastes better when taken in 
two gulps instead of one. The savings on that first year 
would not justify a delay in either undertaking. 
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it is unfortunate that both these major undertak- 
. ings should be required at the same time, but a large 
part of the reason for it exists in the past and is beyond 
correction. Both projects have been delayed, rightly 
or wrongly, in favor of other needs. It just happens that 
there is no longer room for further delay. Wo think 
that if 'members of council recognized this fact and pro- 
ceeded with both projects, they would better serve tho 
town than they would by further delay. This is tho prico 
that Newmarket is paying for expansion and it is as 
certain as death and taxes that each year will see a fur- 
ther increase in cost of municipal operation. The soon- 
er this work is done, the cheaper it will be In tho long 
run. 
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UNFAIR SHARING OF COSTS 

It is intended to finance the renovation of Main 
St. under a local improvement plan through which the 
Main St. property owners pay half the town's cost and 
the other half is paid from the total tax income, to 
which, of course, Main St. property owners also contri- 
bute. Local improvement payments are the standard 
means of financing such work on residential streets. 
We think it wrong to apply the same "half and half 
payment principle to Main St. Main St. property own- 
ers should pay more than, say a resident of Millard Ave., 
but we do not think they should have to pay over half 

the cost of the work. 

The argument on behalf of local improvement tax- 
ation is that the residents along the route of improve- 
ments receive direct benefit wheras other residents re- 
ceive only incidental benefit. The former should there- 
fore pay -more for their paved street, their sewer pipes 
and their sidewalks, than the latter. This is sound 
enough when applied to residential streets and the yard- 
stick of "half and half" payments is fair. But there 
is no comparison* between the main street in a town and 
its residential side streets, and the division of cost shoud 
reflect this. 

Main St. property owners should pay more than the 
residential street taxpayers but not as much as half the 
cost The main street is essential to the town; it is the 
back-bone of the town. Everyone uses it whereas a good 
many never travel some of the side streets. A good 
main street is a contribution to the prosperity of the 
town by which all benefit. The main street is the comm- 
unity street whereas the side streets are more localized. 
Could Newmarket seriously consider a gravelled Main 
St. in preference to paying the cost of rebuilding it? 
Such preferences are encouraged by the requirement 
of petitions for residential street improvements. 

There is no doubt that Main St, property-owners 
should pay a portion of the cost of improvement to the 
street but it would be grossly unfair to charge them the 
same proportion that is charged on residential streets. 
There is no comparison between the two, and the charges 
should be scaled accordingly. 



CHALLENGE FOR THE MAYOR 

We are attempting to raise a committee of Newmar- 
ket citizens whose purpose will be to finance, manage 
and coach Mayor Joseph Vale's entry into the Internat- 
ional Plowing Matches challenge competition for the 
Mayor's Cup. We've not yet discussed the matter with 
his worship, believing that if he is confronted with tho 
completed arrangements he will be more amenable to 
the project. 

Briefly, the background to the undertaking is this: 
Mayor Charlotte Whitton of Ottawa (a stronger de- 
fender of her sex there ne'er was) has put up a Mayors 
Cup to be competed for by Ontario mayors at the plow- 
ing matches. So far, there have been four entries, 
Mayor Whitton (who has been practising) , Mayor Smith 
of Woodstock, Mayor MacKenzio of Reave rton and 
Mayor Allan Uunport of Toronto. 

Now, there's more to this than simply bringing 
back the cup for the honor of Newmarket. Mayors 
SmilUand MncKeime are also women and under ordin- 
ary circumstances, Mayor Lamport could hold his own. 
It would be a most unfortunate circumstance, however, 
if the mayor of Toronto were to win what is essentially 
a test of rural skill.

The Top Six Inches 
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The cost of living Index is up 
again this month. It is a very 
small Increase and it is blamed 
on an increase in the price of 
food. This of course gets a lot 
of publicity and gives the inv 
pression that farmers ore doing 
just fine and complaints about 
foot and mouth disease and the 
other grievances are nonsense. 
After all, month after month 
when the cost of living Index 
goes up. it is food that Is caus- 
ing it 

Last monlh, potatoes were 
the cause and this month it Is 
eggs, and beef, lamb and pork. 
For two successive months the 
price of pork has been up but 
we all know that the price of 
pork has been the same to the 
farmer since the end of last 
year. 

The net result of all this is 
that food and farm products 
in general get bad publicity and 
no farm organisation has at- 
tempted yet to do anything 
about it. We want to make it 
clear that we are just as Inter* 
ested as the next man in why 
the cost of living Is up. If it is 
food that is causing It, well and 
good. But at the same time. 
we wish that somebody would 
add some foot notes to explain 
it. Let us tell you a couple of 
instances where some explana- 
tion should he in order. 

Eggs are always high In 
price In certain times of the 
year. They were very low last 
winter and this spring. As the 
price of eggs was going down 
other factors covered up the de- 
cline. Something like rent or 
textiles would be up and the 
steady decline In the price of 
eggs would go unnoticed. That 
was time when our own public- 
ity men should have pouniled 
away at It and pointed that 
here is a food Hem that Is down, 
month after month. Now eggs 
are coming tip in price. We 
doubt If they will go as high ns 
they were last year. With other 
items stable, the increase shows

August is summer show and trade fair time for 
Newmarket and district With the big event only two 
weeks away, exhibitors complete their plans for the 
largest show and fair to date. 

VTBeguh in 1949 under the spon- 
sorship of: the Newmarket Hort- 
icultural : society when about 
ten merchants were invited to 
exhibit their merchandise at the 
society's regular glad show, the 
fair has grown until it fills the 
arena and overflows it this year. 
There are more exhibitors in the 
trade fair than last year and the 

Horticultural society is holding 
its : summer show in " another 
building. ; - ~ ■ 

>The society; would have pre- 
ferred, .If conditions had been 
suitable, to contain the summer 
sho\v and trade fair within the 
one building. But, the Memorial 
Arena lis not a suitable place in 
which to exhibit blooms. It is 
too drafty for the delicate glad- 
ioli. 

Last year, many a grower was 
disappointed to see his prize 
spikes faded and in poor condi- 
tion before the public could view 
the show; The judge spoke about 
the unsuitability of the place for 
a flower show and recommended 
that the flowers and vegetables 
be exhibited in another build- 
ing in future. . , 

Added to these difficulties 
were the inconveniences for the 
growers in setting-up their show 
in the past- two years in the 
arena. As the trade fair is open 
to the public nightly, it meant 
that the Horticultural society 
members had to wait until the 
fair closed at 10 to 10.30 p.m. be- 
fore they could begin to set-up 
their show. On both occasions 
it was after 3 a.m. before the 
weary task was accomplished. 

Blooms were injured in carry- 
ing the vases, of flowers to the 
center of the arena. The show- 
had to be divided because of 
lack of space with the result thai 
many visitors never saw some of 
the exhibits. It was far from 
satisfactory from the growers* 
viewpoint. When plans were be- 
gun this spring for the fourth 
annual summer show and trade 
fair the growers recommended 
that another spot be found to ex- 
hibit their flowers and veget- 
ables- . 

Although the trade fair is 
sponsored by the Horticultural 
society, it is managed by a sep- 
arate committee under the chair- 
manship of Bert Morrison.

SOME COMPARISONS 
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A comparison between the Recreation Commission, 
and the Arena Board in their methods of conducting 
business is y e r y ■ interesting. : The one outstanding, 
difference is that the Recreation Commission conducts 
its business in public while the Arena Board conducts 
its business behind closed 'doors* 

By inviting and encouraging the press to attend 
its meetings, the Recreation Commission has not only 
gained for: itself a great amount of free publicity and 
made its good . works known to the public, -but this 

open-handed \ray of conducting its affairs has inspired 
public confidence. By its neglect of the -press, and its 
secret methods of conducting its affairs, the Arena 
Board has created a situation whicli has brought on 
itself widespread criticism and lack of confidence. 

The members of both organizations are appointed 
by council which in turn is appointed ■ by the electors 
and taxpayers. Members of council -are -responsible 
to the people/ and members of the Recreation Commis- 
sion and the Arena Bo^rd are resiipnsible to the jreople 
through council. Both organizations, like the. chief 
executive body itself j function through the use of public 

.money./ 

At no time in its history has the Recreation Com- 
mission found it necessary to ask council for a vote 
of confidence; Its meetings and its financial transac- 
tions have been open for detailed reporting*; The Very 
opposite h&s been the case with the Arena Board. The 
financial statements of the Recreation Commission have 
been dated and signed ; those issued by the Arena Board 
have been neither dated nor sighed and are therefore 
not legally valid. 

The present mess and muddle of arena affairs pro* 
vide a striking contrast when compared with the 
efficiency of the Recreation Commission. 



GANGING-UP ON MURRAY 

Councillor Jim Murray's letter to the electors and 
taxpayers of Aurora, which we published last week, 
is likely to bring creases to the stuffed-shirt pose of 
old members of the Arena Board/ It would be better 
if its cod-liver-oil qualities produced a laxative effect 
on an organization so obviously affected by stubborn 
self-importance and self-sufficiency. 

The Board and the Banner - Aurora's old-tirrfc 
Hush-! lush - have recently ganged up on Councillor 
Murray, aided by some members of council whom one 
would have surmised would know better. Their efforts 
appear to be directed to the job of "closing" his noisy 
trap," a happy figure of speech applied to ourself by 
a former member of council whom events have relegated 
to the shadows. The phrase was applied to us at the 
time old Hush-Uush changed hands. 

Over the grapevine it is said that we are giving 
too much publicity to Councillor Murray. Our answer 
to such a charge is that we will give equal space to any 
public representative who sets out to do as good a job 
as Mr. Murray is doing at present to bring important 
information to the notice of the taxpayers. 

As we have related ty pointed out, if matters were 
to be left in. the hands of chairman Underbill, judging 
from past records, the taxpayers would have no infor- 
mation oil the arena. Mr. Murray is determined to 
change such aii unsatisfactory state of affairs, and in 
his endeavor to do so wc arc confident he has the full 
support of the taxpayers. 

His task is not an easy one; we are fully aware of 
that. And being aware of it this newspui&r will back 
his efforts in every way possible. Like his, our duty 
is to the public, not to a few special interests.

There . . was no indication in 
press reports of council meetings, 
during that period, of any offi- 
cial^ report of arena affairs ever 
having been tabled by either or 
both of these representatives, 
nor. . was. there any indication of 
any request from the mayor or 
any member of council for such 
a report ■'".■-■ 

: At. the end of !950 these two 
representatives quietly with- 
drew and Mayor- Alex Bell and 
ex-Councillor Kobt. Gundy were 
appointed by. council to replace 
them. ' ; " 

'At the time of my resignation 
from the commission I was the 
only member, except the execu- 
tive, "who was attending the 

meetings. 

Tills situation I considered as 
hopeless and I resigned^ for two 
reasons, (1) because of* circum- 
stances which I was helpless to 
control, I was unable to func- 
tion as a member should; (2) I 
had hoped by my resignation to 
provide the council with an op- 
portunity to rectify the situation 
and bring to their attention the 
unsatisfactory " state of a/fairs. 

But the council pussyfooted 
around the problem by re-ap- 
pointing the remaining old mem- 
bers, even those who had not 
been attending the meetings. 

This was . . bad . enough but 
worse was to come. 

Public demand for a financial 
statement of arena affairs, 
prompted . ex-Mayor Alex Bell 
to present a financial statement j 
to council that was unaudited j 
and unsigned, that because of its 
obviously misleading features j 
was an insult to the intelligence 
of the citizens of Aurora. 

But according to press reports 
of the council meeting this re- 
port was adopted by council 
with little or no discussion. 

Surely a project in which the 
taxpayer has a debenture capi- 
tal investment of $iiu,000 and 
ordinary operating costs of over 
$20,000 per year is entitled to 
more consideration of his inter- 
ests. , 

It hi very doubtfuf if any 
member of couch* would be sat- 
isfied with that sort of account- 
ing of his private business. 

Recently some members of 
council have deplored the un- 
favorable publicity, for the com- 
munity, because of the criticism 
of the arena administration. 

Tiie rcspervsihility for this un- 
favorable publicity rests square- 
ly on the shoulders of the coun- 
cil and its appointees, the «'»rena 
commission, for if they had 
dealt adctiuatcly with the situ- 
ation, the conditions warranting 
criticism would not have pre- 
vailed.
